This year also marks the first 
that the Art Walk has been granted 
an extended lobby designation, 
which means the participant 
artists will be able to sell their art 
works directly on the street.

Nolt would like to see the event 
grow even larger in upcoming 
years, noting that a similar event in 
California attracts crowds as large 
as Edmonton’s Fringe Festival.

Brundlefly represents Somers’ 
metamorphosis from the bass play- 
er in successful West Coast pop 
outfit Limblifter into front man for 
Brundlefly. 

But the Brundlefly seed was 
planted long before Somers hooked 
up with former Age of Electric side- 
men Ryan and Kurt Dahle to hatch 
Limblifter in 1996. Prior to that, 
Somers was a guitarist and song- 
writer in his own right. 

“What a lot of people don’t know 
is I co-founded Limblifter with 
Ryan,” said Somers.

illennial anxiety gives rise to two species of 
weird: there’s the genuine Grade-A sort of 
weird, the type that’s been around for ever, 

but only now, as the year with all those zeroes 
draws near, can the acolytes of weird claim the 
spotlight of pop culture. And then there’s faux 
weird; weird for weird’s sake — “let’s see how 
weird we can get away with” weird. 

But how, in these troubling times, does one 
distinguish? Metro Cinema’s Pre-Millennial 
Meltdown collection of films provides some 
clues. Metro merges three Canadian short films 
with the 48-minute millennial odyssey Tribula- 
tion '99: Alien Anomalies Under America from 
San Francisco director Craig Baldwin for a veri- 
table smorgasbord of weird. Some flavors of 
weird strike the palate like vintage wine; others 
leave some uncomfortable aftertastes. 

Of the three Canadian shorts, I saw the two 
from Winnipeg (Québec director Serge 
Mercotte’s The Sick Room was unavailable — 
possibly abducted by aliens?). Under Chad 
Valley was a wordless journey into an infernal 
abattoir where two portly butchers chop up 
unrecognizable portions of meat, and some- 
times their own fingers. Jefirey Erbach, whose

has conjured up the vegetarian’s worst night- 
mare, panning across countless piles of animal 
bits. The soundtrack is thick and oppressive, 
like the constant thrumming of a nuclear sub- 
marine. 

Gord Wilding’s Rapture has a similarly claus- 
trophobic style, probably because Erbach was 
the director of photography. But Wilding, unin- 
spired by animal remains, turns instead to their 
byproducts and composes an eight minute short 
film that combines pedophilia with coprophilia 
(the love of excrement). At last! 

Under Chad Valley and especially Rapture, 
strike me as pretty clear examples of faux 
Weird. Erbach and Wilding are skilled film-mak- 
ers and apart from a few bits of sloppy editing, 
create deft visions of twisted worlds. But they 
feel artificial, like frat boys wearing Marilyn 
Manson costumes for Halloween. They lack 
commitment. 

On the other hand, Tribulation '99: Alien 
Anomalies Under America has more true grit. 
Craig Baldwin, a student of Bruce Conner’s 
style of pastiche film-making, cuts and pastes 
together newsreels, nature footage and shots 
from countless sci-fi B-movies to create an end- 
time symphony of paranoid delusions.

“See this vase on the table? On a 
good day, she could fill it.”

Rowntree, originally a glamour 
photographer who describes 
Wasteland as, “Time magazine in 
latex,” says he tries to keep images 
artistic. That is, “as artistic as nip- 
ple clips and rubber balls in your 
mouth can get.” 

Whether you take moral issue 
with the material or not, a bigger 
concern for most people is the 
accessibility of adult content, 
especially to children. Then again, 
as the owner of one site said to me 
in a smooth southern drawl, “You 
can have films full of blood and 
violence and people bein’ blown 
away by an Uzi but you show one 
boob and it’s, ‘Good god, call your 
governor.” 

Still, folks in the industry are 
concerned about kids having 
access to porn. It’s in their interest 
to be concerned says Ron 
Cadwell, who is married and try- 
ing to start a family. 

“Concerns about kids seeing 
this stuff draws attention to the 
industry and invites government 
regulation, The industry doesn’t 
want this, They also don’t want 
kids on their sites because they 
don’t pay. If a kid charges some- 
thing to his parent's credit card, 
we'll likely never see that money 
because the parent will cancel the 
charge.” 

And while Cadwell says there is 
a certain amount of responsibility 
on the part of parents to keep their 
kids away from Internet porn, he 
would like to see some measures 
put in place to deal with accessi- 
bility. For example, he says, “Web- 
sites could be rated according to 
how explicit they are.” 

Colin Rowntree would like to go 
even further. “Adult sites could 
include some kind of tag that 
browser software like Netscape 
would recognize. The software 
companies would need to co-oper- 
ate in doing this but it could very 
easily be put in place and would 
put an end to this whole debate.” 

Like it or not, porn on the 
Internet is here to stay. Some 
believe it is what will drive the 
commercial success of the 
Internet. 

Just as porn went from film to 
video and launched the whole 
home video business, some say 
porn is driving the future of com- 
merce on the Internet. 

In fact, many of the companies I 
spoke to already have a non-adult 
corporate side that is taking 
advantage of what they’re learning 
from their adult sites. Then they 
can make money off all of us.
